Because of prevailing high real 
estate prices, the Legislature re- 
moved the former $10,000.00 lim- 
itation on the price of home prop- 
erty which may be purchased by

No change was made, however, 
in the $7500.00 maximum which 
the state may advance for the 
purchase of a veteran’s home. 
Also the departments’s appraisal, 
based on present fair replacement

Front Blaze 
Injures 100 


NEW YORK (#)—A Hudson 
river pier was destroyed and 100 
firemen were injured today in a 
$5,000,000 blaze—one of the most 
serious New York harbor dock 
fires in history. 

All but 75 feet of the 1,000 foot 
pier 57 crumbled and fell into the 
river from the effects of the 15- 
hour fire and tons of water poured 
onto it by 80 pieces of firefighting 
equipment. 

The still-standing section of the 
creosote-soaked pier continued to 
smoulder and firemen fought to 
prevent the flames from spread- 
ing to piers 56 and 58. 

None of the firemen was reper 
ed hurt seriously although el 
were taken to hospitals for emer- 
gency treatment. 

Some were injured in the col- 
lapse of huge sections of the pier, 
others were hurt while fighting 
the blaze from six ferryboats in 
the river, and still others were 
by the dense, acrid 
smoke which added to the hazards 
of the firefighters. Two were 
thrown into the river but were res- 
cued.

The Empire State building, 1,250 
feet and 102 stories tall, has held ; 
the world championship for 16% 

years now, and among office build- 
ings there are no rivals in sight.
